Dsughtors Saved Thelr Mother's Life.

1. ¥, Berringer, s prominest
physicinn of Watervieet, was arrestod
on the 10th and taken to the county
Jail at St Joseph. Ho is charged with
attempting to murder his wife. When
the news of the attempted murder bes
came known, the people beenme much
excited. There was tall of lynching
Berringer, and the nuthorities hurried
him off to the county jail upder a
strong guard,.  The twe danghters
were awnkened by sereams for help
from their mother's lips, and ran lo
her assistanee, only to find their
father pounding her over the head and
in the face with an ivon pestle, They
sprang upon the infurviated man and a
fierce strnggle ensued for possession of
the weapon, and the girls finally e
out victorious. Family troubles arve at
the bottom of the murderons attempt
upon Mrs. Hervinger's lifo. These
same troubles led to an attempt o few
days ngo on the part of Miss Kva Ber-

ringer to commit suicide by taking
poison.  Althongh not fully recovered
